tizens. 
Both opinions were given 
by Justice Pitney, with Justice Me- 
Reynolds 
dissenting 
in 
the New 
York case. 
In both suits were in­ 
volved the exemptions, similar to 
the federal income tax law, provid­ 
ed for m arried and single persons. 
Distinction 
between the Oklaho­ 
ma law gives nonresidents and citi­ 
zens the same 
exemptions, 
while 
! the New York law denies to non- 
j residents 
exemptions 
granted its 
| own citizens.

In the 
Oklahoma 
proceedings 
Charles B. Shaffer of Chicago sued 
the state auditor to eujcin collec­

in the other case, Comptrol­ 
ler Travis of New York was en 
joined by the Yale and Towne Man­ 
ufacturing Company, having a plan*

New York law. 
In sustaining the Oklahoma law 
the court said: 
“In our system of government the 
states have general dominion, and,
